Director Sends a Reassuring Message 
to International Bank in 
Now York. 



N.NEW YOUK, Oct. 10.— Tho 
Hank of England sent a sensa- 
-lioii pnlsutiuK through the 
ljiian(:i:il iiiurket of llio ivliolo world 
by its iint'xpecleU action today 
iu advancing its oOlcial minimum 
discount rate from 5 to per cent. 

An international banliiii?; house lliis 
!irif>nioon received the followiuK telo- 
Ki'iim from a dircclur of the Bunk of 
IjIikI.'IDiI : "No tiniiniMnl or political irmi- 
blii hnt il is neceti.sur.v to i)rote<'t our ve- 
f^erves in view of the heavy fresh de- 
mauds and fear of further American 
withdrawals." 

London, Oi't. 111. — The Bank of Eng- 
land raised its rate of discount to ti per 
cent, this ninvniuK. Clianges in the dis- 
foniit niie of the hank on any diiy ex- 
copc 'J'lmi-.sday liave been few and far 
between, and not since Friday, Novem- 
ber 7th, ISOO, Just before the Baring 
failiu'e, lias the rate been put up to per 
cent. The relapse in American exchange, 
indicating a reiiet\-al of the deniands for 
K'lld and tlie probability of large witli- 
drawals of tlie metal for Egypt, were 
tlie innin contribtitive causes of the ac- 
tion taken by the Bank of England. The 
eum of $5,000,000 in gold leaving the 
bank today is believed to be destined for 
ISgypt, while financial circles anticipate 
very large purchases in behalf of the 
'United States, irrespective of whether 
the rate of exchange does or does not 
render tlie transaction profitable. Re- 
ports are also current that the Imperial 
Bank of (Jermany is conducting a large 
bullion movement for Russian account, 
while -Argentine is in the market as a 
IJiireliaser of gold. The multiplicity of 
the demands for tho metal, it is pointed 
out, empliasized the necessity of protect- 
ing the already depleted reserves of tlio 
Hank of England. 

As the directors of tho bank separat- 
oil ypslerdny without chnnging tlic rate 
of (lisoonnt it is assumed that they have 
since rcenivcd in forma 1 ion of uiiexiieet- 
t'd iinpoiidiiig gold withdrawals from tlie 
l)nnk's reserve which has steadily de- 
clined during tlio last two months, and 
is now in such a position that tho direc- 
tors considered it necessary (o slop fnr- 
(lier depletion to any considerable e'x- 
leiit. The reserve lost alioiit $-iri,(MlO,0<lO 
during tlie past six weeks. The Board 
of Traile returns show that gold ship- 
iiii'iiis (ii the liuiled States were nearlv 
.'r:(;ii.(l<)il,U(l() for the first nine months of 
the iireseiil year. It is this Steady out-

AND DEST RUCTION 

Terrific Hurricane Sweeps Coasts of Florida, Central 
and South American Republics, Blotting Out Life, 
Wrecking Ships and Spreading Ruin Through 
Prosperous Districts— Storm Moves Out on 
Atlantic Ocean. 



NliW YORK, Oct; 19.— A special 
' despatch to the .Evening .Tonrnal 
from Havanu. reports 300 dead 
as the result of a cyclone. Tho cruiser 
Brooklyn was torn from its mooriagg 
and thrown on the shore. 

\ special cablegram from Havana to 
the Evening Telegram says: "Over one 
hundred are dead today from the worst 
cyclone which has ever visited this city, 
'riie wliole American lleet wa.s menaced 
and tin- crni-rr Brnoklyn torn from Iter 
moorings and tlirown upon the slnire. 

"Ninety-four of the fatalities are con- 
fiiii'd to natives while sixteen foreign 
residents are reported killed. More than 
1,000 tents in Cnmp ('olumbia have been 
blown to atoms, houses unroofed and one 
trooper probably fatally hurt. 

Warning Is Given. 
"I'"ortunntely Ihe storm gave everybody 
about half an hour's warning and when 
the blast arrived the marines ashore had 
soiiglu slicller in the warships. .\ll but 
Ihe HiMuklyn rode out the storm. These 
-.hiijs iiicliidcd ilie Minneapolis, Texas, 
DeiiviT .■iiid Prairie. 

"When the tempest reached its height 
biiiidiiigs were .shaken as with an oarth- 
ipiake, street cars were washed from 
their tracks, wiiiilo\\s were blown in like 
pa;)er and roofs and doors swept away. 

"Several of llie smalli-r frame liouses 
were blown from llieir roundatioiis and 
were wrecked. These were siliiatcd in 
Ihe poorer districts and were the cause 
of so many deaths among the mitivcs.

Alarm in Hotels, 

During the height of the storm there 
was great alarm among the guests of 
the Inglaterra and other hotels. Doors, 
windows and skylights were blown In 
nnd the ro.ln flooded the rooms. The 
destrttctlon of trees was a most re- 
mo rkable feature. 'I'hroughoiit tho 
length of tlic Praya scarcely one iree 
roinaiiis standing. Havana has lost 
one of its cliluf beauties, for It will bo 
many months before they can be re- 
lilanted. The parks were also de- 
stroyed. 

. Sweeps Two Provinces. 

The center of tho cyclone appears 
to have crossed from the Caribbean 
Sea, sweeping through both provinces. 
It passed to the n(jrtli from Havana 
and crossed Into l-'lorlda, going north- 
etist. Cable oommuiilcatlon -with the 
outside v.-.u-!d eiidctl Wednesday and 
was not restored until tonight. 

Many Ships Missing. 

San .lunu, Porto Ric .. o.t. 10.— Tlic

Tho rail- 
roads, telegraph and commerce are 
paralyzed but trnfflc is being restored in 
some towns of the rcpnblic. The water 
mains at some places have disappeared. 
The rivers are bringing down the bodies 
of persons drowned in tlie storm and the 
carcasses of cattle, and the sight of 
these tends to increase the terror of the 
people. The losses are iucarculable. 

The government has issued orders 
tliat assistance be given victims of the 
storm. 

Oiiatemala and Honduras have also 
suffered severely.

City Officials Pleased With Tests 
Just Made at Lavender 



"There was an average of • 9,000,000 
gallons of water per diem running 
over the weir at Lavender Swaniii on 
Thursday when 1 left there," wa.s the 
remark of City J3nglncer Topp yesttr- 
(lay when dlscu3.slng the wat^r cines- 
lion. 

Mr. Topp jonrnoyed lo Mlllslroam (in 
Tuesday lawL to install the water 
gauges wllb wlilch tli(;y Intend, to reg- 
ister the amount oC water, that passes 
down Mlllstream, and while there he 
took occasion to make a further inves- 
tigation. It only commenced to rain 
on Tuesday and on .Thursday the gauge 
registered close to 9,000,000 gallons. 

"It was a surprise to me," said Mr. 
'i'opp. "The stream was fully ten foot 
wide and two or three feet deep and 
the water laimo iluw n In torrents. 
I.aveiuler S\saniii is now a lake and It 
is imiKis.sllile to wade iiiiire than 
twenty foot frdin shore before one Is 
over his gnni liodts." 

This was iinly a swamp \vli(.'ii iii- 
.sjioeted by ;lie alderiiielii, but witli 
the rains of th(> last few days It has 
lieoii lilloil and now holds many gai- 
Iniis (if wati-'i-. .A small weir was onn- 
structod al Ilio end of tlio swamp and 
(ivor this the water rushi?s at a great 
rate. Four gauges were Installed, two 
above the weir, one on the weir and 
fine below. The two gauges above are 
on branches of the main stream, and 
they registered 7.000,000 gallons, while 
the next one below registered an a.d- 
dltlonal 2,000,000 gallons, showing 
that this amount has come Into the 
stream between the two points. 

The gauge from which the register 
was taken la situated near Dr. Han- 
ton's property and Is near whore 
the proposed reservoir Is to be locat- 
ed. 

"The amount of water passing over 
the weir at present Is about e(inal to 
that rnimlng in waste at Guld.stri'am," 
said Mr. Topp. "and as the ram has 
iinl.v ediniiK'nced, I do not think there 
wdli be the least difficulty In seeurlng 
a sufficient sujiply of water, and It will 
be a gravity supjily entirely. 

".\ tliorou.gli inspcclldii of the dis- 
trict has been made and a .sufficient 
number of reservoir sites have been 
located to bold all the water that can 
be secured. The gauges Installed are 
very line Instruments and can register 
to an everL quart and as high as 
.■56.0011,000 gallons, and when we get as 
high as that," said Mr. Topp,' "we 
will not require to measure It." 

The corporation has now employed 
n man who will reside near the stream 
all winter nnd who will take <laily 
readings of the gauges, and the offi- 
cials thus will be able to see exactly 
what amount of -water flows over the 
weir every day.
